Until  your  tubers  arrive, 

And  with  coarse  coal  ashes  for  drainage 
Your  dahlias  are  apt  to  thrive.

Don’t  let  your  tubers  dry  out, 

Or  be  exposed  to  the  wind  and  sun, 

Don’t  fail  to  drive  all  your  stakes 
Before  the  planting  is  done.

Your  tubers  plant  three  feet  each  way 
In  holes  about  five  inches  set; 

Don’t  stand  on  end  but  horizontally  lay 
And  don’t  give  them  a  drink  just  yet.

In  applying  earth  don’t  fill  the  hole, 

Don’t  force  sprouts  ’til  roots  grow  deep. 

Don’t  water  unless  there’s  a  drought; 

If  you  mulch  the  dampness  will  keep.

Don’t  fail  to  cultivate  often; 

Pinch  out  when  about  five  inches  high. 

So  the  blustering  winds  will  not  break. 

To  the  stake  each  plant  you  must  tie.

There  are  bugs  crawling  and  flying. 

So  give  poison  to  borer  and  cut  worms; 

Thrip,  leaf  hopper  and  mildew  are  trying; 
Spray  early  and  often  to  kill  germs.

Don’t  fail  all  your  plants  to  disbud 

For  this  doubles  the  blossoms  in  size, 

And  makes  such  a  gorgeous  display 

Of  the  dahlias  we  love  so  and  prize.

In  cutting  the  beautiful  dahlias 

To  each  give  a  very  long  stem  ; 

Don’t  cut  when  the  sun  is  still  shining 
For  this  is  disastrous  to  them.

Place  the  tips  of  the  stems  in  hot  water, 

To  remain  just  a  minute  or  two, 

’Twill  revive  the  withering  blossoms 

And  the  fresh  ones  will  live  longer  too.

Now  my  last  and  don’tiest  don’t 
Is— ^on’t  let  your  tubers  freeze, 

And  they’ll  wake  to  the  call  of  springtime 
And  their  gorgeous  beauty  will  please.

Ever}'  care  is  exercised  in  digging,  storing  and  shipping 
that  none  should  be  mixed,  and  should  reach  you  in  good 
growing  condition.  If  a  mistake  has  been  made  I  will 
gladly  replace  any  tuber  that  does  not  sprout  w-ithin 
three  weeks  after  it  has  been  properly  planted,  if  the  tuber 
and  its  tag  is  returned  to  me  promptly. 

CAUTION 

Care,  however,  should  be  taken  that  the  tubers  are  not 
allowed  to  dry  out  before  planiing.  Should  your  ground 
not  be  prepared  for  immediate  planting  on  receipt  of  tubers, 
keep  them  in  the  packing  undisturbed,  and  in  a  moist,  cool 
place  until  planted.  The  little  eye,  especially  if  sprouted, 
when  exposed  much  to  air  and  wind  will  shrivel  or  die.

The  stock  of  some  varieties  is  limited,  so  to  avoid  dis¬ 
appointment  send  your  order  in  early. 

All  orders  will  be  filled  strictly  in  rotation,  reser\'ing 
stock  as  orders  are  received,  and  shipped  at  proper  plant¬ 
ing  time  (after  May  1st)  or  at  any  time  requested.

MY  1928  SEEDLINGS 

I  want  to  introduce  a  few  of  my  beautiful  collection  of 
seedlings  in  compliment  to  visitors  who  admired  and 
named  them  last  season,  but  my  stock  is  limited  and  I  want 
to  watch  their  development  in  my  own  garden. 

These  were  all  grown  from  seeds  planted  in  March — no 
forcing,  no  fertilizer. 

Nell  Boyd  is  an  exquisite  big  huffily  formed  decorative 
with  charmingly  curled  and  twisted  petals  and  high  full 
center,  perfectly  poised  on  a  slender  straight  stiff  stem.  The 
color  is  a  rich  rosy  cream.  It  is  certainly  a  profuse  bloomer 
as  the  one  vigorous  bush  had  42  blooms,  and  25  blooms  at 
onetime, all  perfect,  and  about  7  to  8  in.  in  diameter.  $12.00 

Margaret  Kent.  Here  is  an  exquisite  yet  huge  bloom. 
Each  bloom  measured  10  inches  in  diameter.  A  deep 
decorative,  but  inclined  to  show  the  center.  Soft  fall 
colorings  of  buff  and  apricot;  long  graceful  stem.  $12.00 

Quaker  Lady.  Rather  a  descriptive  name  as  the  color¬ 
ing  of  this  huge  bloom  is  a  pastel  blending  of  rose  and  old 
gold  suffused  or  overlaid  with  pale  silver  gray,  giving  it  a 
decided  satiny  sheen.  \Try  full  closed  center,  8  inches  in 
diameter,  and  facing  up  on  straight  stiff  stems.
